NORTHAMPTON, Mass., March 
19.—Calvin Coolidge has decided to 
purchase an automobile, the limou- 
sine he used the last year of his 
Presidency.

ORDER OF COURT 


Investigation Discloses Cir- 
cumstances of Release 
From Leavenworth of 


Hayes Van Gorder. 


PURPORTED TO 
REVERSE SENTENCES 


| Previous Effort to Get 
Away Thyough Fake Par- 
don Failed When He 
Winked at Prisoner.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 
19.—Huyes Van Gorder, whose 
ingenuity in getting out of prison 
is almost equal to his faculty for 
getting back in, obtained his re- 
lease from the penitentiary three 
weeks ago on a forged order of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, an 
investigation by District Attorney 
Skinner and _ postoffice inspectors 
disclosed here today. 

It was Van Gorder’s second at- 
tempt to gain his freedom through 
forgery. Several years ago he 
forged the nam oef the Attorney- 
General of the United States to a 
false pardon. Had he not stopped 
at the prison gate to “give the 
wink” to another. prisoner, he 
would have been freed. His escort 
became suspicious, wired to Wash- 
ington for confirmation of the 
pardon and was told none had been 
issued, 

District Attorney Harold Baker 
at East St. Louis, brought about 
the present investigation. He read 
in a St. Louis newspaper about a 
week ago that Van Gorder had 
been arrested for raising money 
orders in Milan, Mo., when he 
supposed that Van Gorder was 
a lo-year sentence im- 
posed at Danville, Ill.. in Septem- 
ber, 1927. 

Baker complained to the Attor- 
ney-General in Washington that 
he had received no notification of 
Van Gorder’s release, or his ap- 
plication for one. The invesitga- 
tion followed. Van Gorder is now 
in custody in Kansas City.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 18 (By Wireless).—There 
still is no word from Larry Gould, 
Bernt Balchen and Harold June, 
who have been at the Rockefeller 
range now for 11 days. Time 
means little down here, and there 
would be no worry as to their sit- 
uation if it were not for the silent 
radio set. 

The dog teams will start in a 
few hours, just as soon as careful 
preparations have been finished for 
a journey which will be extraord- 
inarily difficult. 

Commander Byrd was ready to 
take off yesterday afternoon in the 
first few hours of clear weather 
we have had in many days, but the 
motor of the plane would not start. 
It is the first time it has balked 
in all the weeks we have been 
here. : 

When adjustments had been 
made and the motor was turning, 
the sky had clouded over, the wind 
was blowing and flying was out 
of the question because of ap- 
proaching darkness. There is a 
bare chance that Byrd may be 
able to leave today, although con- 
ditions are not so good as they 
were yesterday. 

Consideration of all the condl- 
tions which have existed since the 
last message from Gould makes it 
seem more than ever likely that 
their silence is due to some dam- 
age to the radio set which June 
was not able to repair. 

Barring some unlikely mishap, 
they should be as safe there as we 
are here at the base; safer for a 
limited time because they have 
solid land under them somewhere 
and our base on the barrier ts at 
best a home on a potential ice- 
berg. 

None of those who have flown 
over the mountains has seen any- 
thing resembling a crevasse.

Caravéo of Chihuahua and 
other -rebel leaders of the north 
have sued for peace through the 
Mexican Consul at El Paso, En- 
rique Liekens, it was announced 
by the Government last night. 
(Liekens says he was told by tele- 
phone by President Portes Gil that 
the rebels had begun peace 
negotiations through tho consul at 
Chihuahua City.) 

President Portes Gii declared 
that the Government would make 
no truce with the rebels. He said 
he had rejected the offer of condi- 
tional surrender made by Gen, 
Caraveo, rebel commander of Chi- 
huahua, 

“And Tll make no terms with 
rebels anywhere,” he added. 

“All surrenders must be uncon- 
ditional. There will be no truce 
with traitors to their country.” 

(Gen. Escobar with his army at 
Escalon refused to confirm or deny 
reports that he had sought a peace 
parley.) 


Rebel Governor Denies Making 
Plea for Peace.

JUAREZ, Chihuahua, March 19. 
—Reports of a proposal for peace 
negotiations by the revolutionary 
army were emphatically denied by 
Gen. Marcelo Caraveo, Governor cf 
Chihuahua, in a message today to 
Gen. Marcelino M, Murrieta, com- 
mander of the insurgent forces at 
Juarez. The statement was occa- 
sioned by the announcement by 
Enrique Liekens, Mexican Consul 
General in El Paso, that President 
Portes Gil had informed him by 
telephone that Gen. Caraveo had 
sought to start negotiations for 
peace through the American Con- 
sul in Chiuhuahua City. In his mes- 
sage to Gen. Murrieta the Govern- 
or said: “I have not entered and 
will not enter into negofiations 
with the Calles Government.” 


Escobar Enunciates Principles of 
Humane Warfare.

JUAREZ, March 19.-—Battles in 
the war for control of the Mexican 
republic should be fought outside 
of cities so that lives of noncom- 
batants will not be endangered, 
Gen. Jose Gonzalo Escobar, revolu- 
tionary commander-in-chief, de- 
clared in a telegram addressed to 
the Associated Press today. 

“T would prefer the strategic po- 
sition of mountain warfare,” said 
Gen. Escobar. “Therefore, tem- 
porarily, I am abandoning the city 
of Torreon because I know that if 
I remained there I would expose 
the city and women and children 
to death, incendiariem and other 
vengeance. Meanwhile I will al- 
low Cales to deceive himself by 
thinking that he has captured the 
city while we follow this campaign 
to its definite conclusion.” 

Indignation was expressed Ly 
the insurgent leader over the 
bombing of Torreon by Federal 
airplanes. 

“My feeling is of such profornd 
indignation that I cannot cxpress 
myself in my crude soldiers’ lan- 
guage,” he said. “I cannot find 
words bad enough to describe my 
feelings against those who <ca:rted 
out deliberately and cowardly the 
order of Calles in bombing the 
people of Torreon, making victims 
of men, women and children and 
violating the rules of civilized war-.

Latin America Expected to 
Oppose Privileged Posi- 
tion Proposed for This 
Country in Tribunal.

GENEVA, March 19.—The Unit- 
ed States is only two steps from 
adherence to the World Court, but 
League of Nations observers fore- 
see a distinct possibility that at. 
least one of those steps might| 
never be taken. | 

The two steps involve ratifica- 
tion of the protocol agreed upon 
yesterday by the Commission of 
International Jurists — ratification 
by the American Senate on the one 
hand and by the 40 nations which 
comprise the League of Nations on 
the other. 

Little opposition to the protocol 
is expected in the American Senate 
since it is supposed that Elihu 
Moot, its author, conferred with 
the jurists here with the sanction 
of President Hoover and Repub- 
lican leaders, 

Approval by member nations of 
the League, however, presents 
quite a different matter. A single 
nation’s disagreement with the 
terms of the protocol will be suf- 
ficient to prevent American adher- 
ence to the Court under its terms, 

It is regarded possible that one 
state, or even more, may oppose 
the conditions of the convention as 
according too privileged a position 
to the United States. 
Latin American Attitudc. 

Such disagreement, which is 
feared particularly from Latin 
American League members, prob- 
ably would have the effect of forc- 
ing an international conference, at 
which a further discussion of the 
matter would be in order. | 

The procedure of ratification by | 
the League members is described | 
as follows: | 

The Council of the League, when 
it meets at Madrid in June, will 
receive a report on the activities of 
the Council of Jurists—which, spe- 
cifically, has met to consider re- 
vision of the World Court statute— 
from Sir Cecil Hurst, who aided 
Root in drafting the protocol. 

The text of the protocol will be 
sent to all members of the Court, 
that is, to members of the League 
of Nations. If no objection is 
forthcoming it wil] then be signed 
by all tates at the September 
assembly of the League at Geneva, 

The protocol, as finally adopted 
by the Jurist Commission, grants 
the United States an opportunity 
to discuss any American objections 
to a proposed advisory opinion 
with the League Council before the 
Council votes, this provision in a 
measure insuring the semblance of 
American participation in League 
Council discussions affecting the 
United States even though it is a 
non-member. 

Right to Withdraw. 

If the United States prefers to 
have an exchange of views after 
the request has reached the Court 
of the League, it ca ntake place 
then and the Court must stay all 
proceedings pending the result of 
negotiations. 

The United States has the right 
to resign from the Court, if it feels 
it cannot abandon its objections to 
any request for an advisory opinion 
on a question possessing an inter- 
est for the United States. If the 
United States resigns, the protocol! 
accepting American conditions im- 
mediately ceases to have any force. 

The position of other members 
of the Court, however, is far from 
being so privileged. If at any time 
after their acceptance of the pro- 
tocol, two-thirds of the Court mem- 
bers denounces the document, the 
protocol dies automatically after 
having once become effective. 

Such a contingency would not 
drive the United States from the 
Court but would allow it to stay 
only as @ regular member without 
any privileged position. 

Question of British Dominions. 

Whether the British Dominions 
have the right to a Judge on the 
bench of the World Court when 
that body is considering questions 
involving their interests, cropped 
up unexpectedly today. It finally 
was agreed that the problem was 
outside the scope of the commis- 
sion’s mandate.

Article Two says the United

Article Three provides that no

Article Six declares the pro- 
visions of the. protocol shall 
have the same force and effect 
as the statutes of the Court it- 
self. 

Article Seven stipulates that 
the present protocol shall come 
into force as soon as all states 
which ratified the creative 
protoco] of 1920 and also the 
United States have deposited 
their ratifications with the 
League of Nations. 

Privilege Granted U. S. 

Article Eight declares that 
the United States may at any 
time notify the secretary-gen- 
eral of the League that it with- 
draws its adherence to the pro- 
tocol of 1920 and the present 
protocol! of adhesion by the 
United States shall cease to be 
in force. Any one of the other 
states may on their part an- 
nounce withdrawal of their ac- 
eeptance of the American con- 
ditions. 

Then follows the important 
phrase, “the present protocol 
shall be considered as ceasing 
to be in force if and when 
within one year from the date 
of receipt of said notification 
not less than two-thirds of the 
contracting states other than 
the United States shall have 
notified the secretary-genera!l 
of the League that they de- 
cided to withdraw the above 
mentioned acceptance.”

German Paper Says Privilege to U.

SALVAGERS AND PIRATES SEEK 
TO GET LINER OFF CHINA COAST 


Wrecked German Ship, Valued at 
$1,000,000, in Danger of Being 
Lost in Storm. 

By the Asgociated Press. 

SHANGHAI, March 19.—Jap- 
anese salvagers, hundreds of Chi- 
nese pirates and wind and waves 
are contending for a prize valued 
at more than $1,000,000 off the 
China coast 80 miles from here, 
within the Yangtze estuary. The 
prize censists of the North German 
Lloyd steamer Giessen, which was 
wrecked on treacherous Button 
Rock last week. 

After six days, the steamer Hes 
with its back broken astride a 
rocky ledge, but treacherous cur- 
rents are proving an obstacle to 
salvage. Roughening weather, 
which is likely to cause the ship 
to slip into deep water, was CX- 
pected momentarily. 

Chinese pirates on scores of 
junks and fishing boats have been 
swarming about the steamer, word 
of the richest prize in years hav- 
ing mysteriously passed throughout 
the islands, which form a hotbed 
for sea rovers. 

The salvagers have notified the 
owner’s agents in Shanghai that 
they will be unable to achieve 
salvage unless the weather mod- 
erates and gunboat protection is 
provided. A Chinese gunboat from 
the Nationalist navy headquarters 
at Shanghai proceeded to the 
scene, but was unable to drive off 
the pirates, who merely withdrew 
to the opposite side of an island 
when the boat fired a salvo in the 
air. It is now reported that the 
runboat is planning to return to 
Shanghai. 


U.S, NAVY ORDERS 700 ‘LUNGS’ 


Escape Device Will Be Installed on 
All Submarines. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
Navy Department is planning to 
install on all its submarines the 
“lung’’ escape device recently test- 
cd off the Florida coast. Each 
member of the crews of submarines 
will be provided with two of the 
appliances which enable men to 
breathe while rising from sunken 
ships. 

Seven hundred appliances al- 
ready have been ordered by the 
Navy, and officers said today that 
preparations are being made for 
the opening of bids on 6300 more. 
The first 700 appliances are to be 
distributed on the Navy’s four V- 
type submarines, The Navy’ sub- 
marine personnel includes approx- 
imately 2600 officers and men. 
After the distribution of the de- 
vices to the V submarines, they 
will be installed on the 46 S-type, 
20 R-type and 9-A type submar- 
ines.

The message stated occupation 
of Torreon was complete and that 
aviators had told him the rebel 
army had gtopped its retreat at 
Escalon,

The message of Gen. Calles, fol- 
lowing as it did reports of another 
bloodless victory at Torreon yes- 
terday, caused jubilation in Mexico 
City. 

No considerable opposition to 
the advance of Gen. Calles_ into 
Chihuahua is expected now by the 
Government. Escalon is not re- 
garded here as particularly 
suited to defense. Retreat from 
Torreon, which a greatly inferior 
army might have held indefinitely, 
was taken by the Government as 
implying complete rout, and rapid 
disintegration of the rebel forces 
is forecast. 

Reports of Gen. Calles to the 
presidential headquarters said that 
airplanes late yesterday sighted a 
cavalry group of about 100 heading 
southward from Bermejillo, 43 


in the southeastern cor- 


miles north of Torreon, and it 
was thought they intended to sur- 
render to the Federal forces. A 
troop train was said to have been 
abandoned at Ceballos, Durango, 
just south of Escalon. The air- 
planes intended flying as far north 
as Jiminez in Chihuahua today 
Jiminez is 74 miles north of Lsca- 
lon on the rebel line of retreat. 

Evacuation of Torreon and its 
northern suburb, Gomez Palacio, 
began at dawn yesterday. The 
first Federal troops, a cavalry con- 
tingent under Gen. Benigno Serra- 
to, rode into the city at 5 p. m., 
and at 8 p. m., Gen. Andreu Al- 
mazan, principal field commander, 
arrived. 

While reports here were meager 
it was thought the Federals found 
Torreon and Gomez Palacio looted 
of worth-while moveable valuables 
since the rebels had plenty of time 
to take out anything they wished. 
Movements of money north from 
Torreon have been reported for 
several days. 

Train Attack Laid to Bandits.

WORD OF 14 DEATHS IN PLANE. 
KEPT FROM PILOT, SURVIVOR 


Lou Foote, in Newark Hospital, 
Thinks He Made Successful 
Forced Landing. 
By the Associated Press. 


NEWARK. WN. J., March 19.— 


Lou Foote, pilot of the Colonial | 


Airways sightseeing plane which 
crashed Sunday with a loss of 14 
live, today told Newark police that 
all his efforts were concentrated on 
elearing high-tension wires ahead 
and that he did not see the string 
of freight cars against which the 
craft hurled itself. 

The statement was the first 
coherent account gained from the 
only survivor of the disaster. 
Foote, suffering from a fractured 
skull and numerous broken bones, 
is in a serious conditio# at St. 
James Hospital. Authorities said 
he *had the hallucination that he 
made a successful forced landing. 
The police took the statement from 
him without questioning. They 
had been warned that he would die 
from shock if he knew of the death 
of all his passengers. 

The pilot described the takeoff 
with the 14 passengers as “heavy.” 
He said he had reached an alti- 
tude of between 400 and 500 feet 
more than a mile from the airport 
when the port motor of the huge 
Ford plane died. To gain a_ safe 
altitude, he opened up the two oth- 
ers. but the airplane veered so 
quickly in the direction of the 
dead motor that he _ throttled 
down. | 

Foote lost altitude rapidly, his 
statement said, and he made a des- 
perate effort to clear the wires 
ahead. He thinks now that he 
Manded with a’ bump in a clearing 
beyond the tracks and wires. He 
did not see the tracks or the 
freight cars on them.

McDaniel opened his addrese 
with a reference to the growing 
tendency to select local public of- 
licials without regard to “‘mere par- 
ty considerations,” ssying, “The 
people of St, Louis in recent years 
have demonstrated marked inde- 
pendence and discrimination in the 
exercise of their suffrage.” He cit- 
ed a number of instances here of 
widely divergent majorities for both 
Democratic and Republican candi- 
dates who were elected. He inter- 
preted the figures to méan that: 
“The people were moved more by 
considerations of public good than 
mere party welfare; they were 


looking for efficiency in their gov- 


ernment.” 

Repeating his pledge for efficient 
government, McDaniel declared 
that while he was a Democrat his 
test for appointing city employes 
would be efficiency and honesty. 
As evidence of his good faith he 
pointed to his record as Circuit 
Attorney, 1917-21, and to the “law- 
yers of outstanding ability” who 
were his assistants, those of whom 
who are living now being “leading.

Secretary of State 
Kellogg announced yesterday that 
he was conducting an investiga- 
tion of the incident last Friday, 
when a truckload of liquor con- 


signed to the Siamese legation hefe 
was seized by a local policeman, 
and a legation attache who was 
riding on it was detained for two 
hours at a police station, 

The fact that Secretary Kellogg 
acted without waiting for a com- 
plaint from the Siamese Minister 
was only one of the circumstances 
which indicated the seriousness 
with whfch the affair was regard- 
ed. It was stated that he intended 
to go thoroughly into the matter 
of immunity as affected by the 
prohibition laws, with a view to 
taking measures which would 
make a repetition of the Siamese 
incident impossible. 

This is not the first instance in 
which the State Department has 
been embarrassed by the failure 
or refusal of policemen and en- 
forcement agents to recognize the 
immunity which surrounds the 
personnel and. property of the 
diplomatic corps, but it was a sin- 
gularly flagrant case. 

Details of Case. 

Acting upon the advice of the 
State Department, Siamese offi- 
cials employed a Baltimore truck- 
ing firm to haul the liquor te 
Washington. Luang Chara, a Le- 
gation attache, rode on the truck. 
He carried documents identifying 
him and attesting the immunity of
